There are often. four or five 
widows of former Presidents 
alive at the same time—rarely 
more than one ex-President to 
his successor = ruling 
America’s millions. 

The American President backs 

up his words by reminding tho 
Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee that he is Commander-. 
in-Chief of the United States 
Army and Navy. Vested with 
powers approached . only by 
those given to thé President of 
the French Republic, the Ameri- 
can President uses them.” :

Remember Wilson in the war? 
His word was law, his prestige 
immense, his power unlimited.

Now consider lejislation. In 
Great Britain measures are 
brought into Parliament by the 
King’s Ministers, and theorcti- 
cally under his instruction, 

The American President can’t 
do that. Not directly or through 
his Ministers can he introduce 
Bills. Al! the Constitution al- 
lows him is to report to Con- 
gress on the state of the nation, 


considers necessary. 

The President informs, Con- 
gress by means of written, mea- 
sures, but these messages do not 
necessarily ‘result in legislation. 

So how docs he manage to 
get things done? 

He gets a member of Con- 
gress to submit a Bill for him, 
and, of course, it is known 
whether the President is behind 
any measure submitted. 

If the President is tied by 
Congress, well, he can get his 
own back by exercising his veto 


power, ; : 

It works this way: If, for 
example, President Roosevelt 
does not like a certain Bill he 
can return it to Congress within 
‘ten days of its passing. 

Then, unless the Bill repasses 
both Houses by a two-thirds 
vote,-it does not become law. ° 

The veto power is a dangerous 
instrument in a democratic 
State, and most Presidents fight 
shy of .it. (Two Presidents, 
though, Jackson and. Cleveland, 
used it vigorously and. survived. 

Except in times of depression 
such as Roosevelt has experi- 
enced, the domestic powers of 
the President are not so great.

U.S. And Colonies 


_ OPPOSES _- 
RETURN TO. 
GERMANY 


New York, Mar. 3. 

Sensational revelations regarding 
the United States Government's 
endeavours to prevent the return of 
the former German colonics to the 
Reich are made by the weekly 
magazine Liberty which jas ‘a large 
clreulation in the United States. 

The journal jsserts that the United 
States Government is following this 
policy of opposition to Germany's 
colonial aspirations from fear that 
the returned colonies might be used 
by Germany as a base for extending 
her sphere of: influence to the South 
American continent, and it is deter- 
mined to prevent such a development 
In order to retain the dominant posi- 
tlon .af the United States in the 
western hemlsphere. 

It further asserts that the United 
States Government has Informed Bri- 
fain, France, Belgium, Hollund and 
Portugal thut surrender to the Relch 
of colonial territories on the west 
const. of African or in the Pacific 
would be regarded as an unfriendly 
act by the United States. 

The return of German .colonles 
mijtht, American Government ad- 
visers declare, cost the United States 
eventually millions or perhaps even 
billions of dollurs, No other nation 
had such good reason to object to 
the return of German colonies to the 
Reich, since American economic in- 
terests would be. serlously endunger- 
ed if the Reich gained a foothold on 
the Pucifie coast, according to the 
view of officiais in Washington.—

He ndmitted that construction of a 
motor-road_ between Burma = and 
Yunnan was olso in progress. 

The War Minister was unable. to 
specify the quantities of arms and 
ammunition transported via ‘these 
routes, but belleved that they would 
not amount to much, : 

Mr. Kawashima. then asked 
whether the maln supply of arms to 
the Chlang regime was coming from 
the Soviet Union. , 

General Itagaki replied that olr- 
craft and other arms were being 
supplied from the Sovict Union.

Intcrrogated regarding the floatu- 
tlan of public bonds, the spokesman 
of the Finance Minlstry indicated 
that the {ssue of bonds during this 
year was estimnted at, Yen 5,600,- 
000,000. With this added to the 
amount brought over from last year, 
the total would reach Yen 6.500,- 
000,000. The spokesman added that 
from the beginning of last year to 
February 21, this year, Yen 4,100,- 
000,000 worth of bonds had been 
Issued, of which those relating to the 
China Incident amounted to Yen 
Yen 3,600,000,000. 

Asked regarding the issue since the 
outbreak of the China Incident, the 
spokesman of the Finance Ministry 
sid that the total estimated amount 
reached Yen 6,800,000,000 of which 
Yen.~5,100,000,000 had already been

So you see there is scareely a 
European equivalent to the 
American President. In some 
ways he is like a king, in others 
like n dictator, and yet in other 
senses he hag less power than 
the British Prime Minister. 

It’s a big job and a killing job. 
There are often four or five 
widows of former Presidents 
alive at the same time—rarely 
more than one ex-President to 
watch his successor ruling 
America’s millions. 

The American President backs 
up his words by reminding the 
Senate Military Affairs (Com- 
mittee that he is Commander- 
in-Chief of the United ‘States 
Army and Navy. Vested with 
powers approached only by 
those given to the President of 
the French Republic, the Ameri- 
can. President uses them. 

In times of peril he straddles 
the scene loaded with powers 80 
great that they frighten. Then 
the great democracy bends to 
the will of a dictator. 

Remember Wilson in the war? 
His word was Jaw, his prestige 
immense, his power unlimited. 
He crossed the Atlantic at the 
end of the war like a god, un- 
disputed ruler of the United 
States,

That right belongs to Con- 
gress, and.Congress is the two 
Houses of | Parliament—the 
Sennte and the House of Re- 


presentatives, which. consists -of .-- 


A435 members. As oat 
Such, however, is the power 
of the President in foreign af- 
fairs that he can virtually lead 
his country into a situation 
where war becomes inevitable, 
That's how America went to war 
with Mexico in 1846. . . 

Wilson led America into tho 
last war, against all opposition. 

Now consider legislation. In 
Great Britain measures are 
brought into Parliament by the 
King’s Ministers, and theorctl- 
cally under his instruction. 

- The American President can’t 

do that. Not directly or through 
his Ministers can he introduce 
Bills., All the Constitution al- 
lows him is to report to Con- 
gress on the state of the nation, 
and to recommend measures he 
considers necessary. 

The President informs Con- 
gress by means of written mea- 
sures, but these messages do not 
necessarily result in legislation. 

So: how does he manage to 
get things done? 

‘He gets a member of Con-

The veto power is a dangerous
